It 
must aiso be borne in mind that there are 
£852,625 74 per cent. 10-Year First Mort- 
gage Debentures outstanding, which are con- 
vertible into fully-paid shares at par at any 
time until February, 1933. The 5s. shares ol 
Loangwa Concessions (Northern Rhodesia), 
Lid., are quilted at 30s., the total issued 
capital having a market valuation of over 
22,200,000 the issued capital of the Roan 
Antelope is £1,139,560, but the 5s. shares 
at 45s. are worth £10,236,940 in the market. 
The issued capital of the N‘Changa Copper 
Mines was recently increased to £900,000, the 
market valuation of which is £3,200,000, with 
the £1 shares at 3%. The Rhodesian Congo 
Border Concession, Ltd, has an _ issued 
capital of £447,807 in £1 shares, and this is 
valued at £4,925,877: The market valuation 
of these five ‘eading companies is therefore 
brought up io approximately £35,000,000. 


LIPTON’S NEW CHAIRMAN.

Give them a few weeks in the 
fattening pen, and you may get a fairly 
good price, but do not keep those that 
are to be sold for killing longer than 
four months old, as they then grow le y 
and thin, and cannot be properly 
fattened till they are seven or eight .

THE OLD HOUSE. 


Away in a southern county is a quaint 
old house, now delapidated and deserted, 
but once bowered in roses and old- 
fashioned climbing plants, that flung 
sweet perfumed wreaths round the deep- 
get, narrow windows with which the low, 
two-storied building was perforated. A 
Dutch garden, with gay flower-beds, and 
high-clipped, beech hedges, and arbours 
formed out of venerable yew trees spread 
itself in front, and beyond was an orchard, 
famed long ago for its plenteous and 
luscious harvest of apples. Its southern 
boundary was a rapid mountain stream 
that merged itself in the slower current of 
a broad, deep river a few hundred yards 
further on; a slight eminence on the 
opposite bank was-crowned by a Danish 
moat which local tradition claimed as the 
last habitation of the “ Good People ” in 
Ireland. The whole place seemed to fit.in 
with the ghostly stories and fairy tales 
handed down from one generation to 
another by the neighbouring cottagers, 
while the old house and its sweet-scented 
gardens formed a Paradise for some 
children, whose visits there were amongst 
the happiest events of their early years. 

To them the house was a perpetual joy ; 
it excited their curiosity, it stimulated 
their imaginations. The panelled hall, 
the creaking old staircase, with quaint 
corner cupboards on each landing, filled 
with old china and curios from many 
lands; the stores of wonderful old 
costumes, which, on wet days, were 
occasionally requisitioned for “ dressing- 
up” purposes; but the greatest interest 
of all was contained in some mysterious 
windows in the second storey, the shutters 
Of which were never opened, the sashes 
never raised. There was something for- 
bidding, and yet fascinating, about them. 
There wes no limit to the possibilities, 

leasant or horrible, that might lurk 

hind the blank, unresponsive panes, and 
youthful imaginations needed little 
encouragement to invest them with awe- 
inspiring importance, 


SHUT DOORS. 


One memorable Hallows’ Eve the 
children were taken to see the kitchen; a 
wonderful place, with golden-brown hams 
and great flitches of bacon hanging from 
the ceiling, picturesque blue and white 
china filling the large dressers, and 
glittering utensils of brass and copper 
keeping one another company on the amber- 
coloured walls. The preparations for the 
domestics’ amusements, the tub of water 
with apples fioating in tempting array, 
the plates of hazel nuts ready fcr 
burnings, and the various old-time fate 
tests, all delighted the children as they 
ranged round the spacious, lofty kitchen ; 
examining everything with keenest 
interest, till suddenly. they were struck 
dumb by an extraordinary sight which 
met their startled gaze in a far corner, 
that was thrown into somewhat deep 
shadow by the fitful fire light and a 
couple of candles.

Brav Head. 


A correspondent writes:—I noticed 
with interest in the “ Diary” recently 
a paragraph on Wales viewed from Ire- 
land, with Bray Head as the observation 
post. Since Bray Head has exceedingly 
steep and rocky sides, many people, 
éspecially those of advanced years, are 
satisfied to remain on the grassy slopes 
at the foot, and so miss the glorious view 
obtainable from the summit.

Mr. Snowden 
became a politician 
through fortuitous 
circumstances. He 
was born in a little 
village in the West 
Riding of Yorkshire, 
and it is recorded 
that his first political speech was one 
made to some factory workers when he 
was only nine years of age, and while he 
stood on the wall surrounding the mill.. 

In his early years he held strong 
Liberal views, but when he was twenty- 
nine years of age he met with a cycling 
accident, which was, by its effect, to 
change his political outlook. Seriously 
injured, he was confined to bed for many 
weeks suffering great pain, and during his 
long convalescence he found much solace 
in reading books by Carlyle and Ruskin. 
These writers drew him towards 
Socialism, and later studies confirmed 
him in his views. 

In 1906 he was elected member of 
Parliament for Blackburn, which he 
represented up to 1918. Since 1922 he has 
been the Member for the Colne Valley 
Division of Yorkshire. He is a man of 
ready speech and strong convictions, and 
especially on financial questions he has 
been one of the foremost speakers in the 
House of Commons during the last 
twenty years.

An Irritating Imposition. 


During the past few months I have gone 
to Kingstown several times either to meet 
friends or to wish them bon voyage, and 
on each occasion I have paid threepence 
for the privilege of doing so. Altogether 
1 have parted with quite a number of 
shillings so that I might purchase permis- 
sion to go on the Carlisle Pier when the 
Mail Boat was arriving or sailing. 

The idea behind this charge of three- 
pence for admission to the Carlisle Pier 
is, Í was told, the prevention of conges- 
tion on the platforms, but anyone who 
has been on the pier this summer knows 
what a miserable failure the scheme has 
been, The charge does not, and never 
will, deter folk from using the pier for 
the first greeting or the last farewell. 
What it does do is to irritate people who 
object to a restriction that serves no 
useful purpose. 

The proceeds from the charge must be 
considerable and the scheme should be 
profitable, as there is little expense 
attached to it. But the retention of the 
imposition is not warranted, in view of 
the wretched accommodation for 
passengers and others provided on the 
pier. On the other hand, if the amenities 
of the pier were improved, there would 
be some justification for asking the 
public to contribute to the expenditure.

the congestion on the Carlisle Pier 
when the Mail Boat discharges her 
passengers is dreadful. Between the 
train and the Customs barrier there is 
left a passage about twelve feet wide, and 
into this is packed a heaving crowd of 
weary travellers, who are endeavouring 
to find out which is the right carriage to 
enter. The confusion is increased by the 
trucks piled with luggage and mails that 
are pushed along the platform by the 
porters. It is really marvellous that 
some child has not been crushed to death 
by the wheels of these heavy trucks. 

It 1s useless to lay the blame for the 
congestion at the feet of the com- 
paratively few people who are meeting 
their friends.

The platform on the arrival side 
should be at least twice as wide as it is 
at present, and the facilities for examina- 
tion of the passengers’ luggage require to 
be enlarged, so that those waiting at the 
tables are not in the way of persons 
trying to get to the train. 

I would suggest that if it is intended 
to continue the charge for admission to 
the pier, the money that is collected 
should be devoted to the improvement of

A COMEDY BUILT ON 
FUTILITY. 


SHAW’S “HEARTBREAK 
HOUSE.”

FINE PERFORMANCE AT 
MALVERN. |

It is surprising that ' Heartbreak House '' 
has not yet been staged in Dublin. During 
the past nine years it has been played from 
time to tame in many Ameri¢an cities, and in 
London and Birmingham. First «staged in 
New York in 1920 by the Theatre Guild, it 
was played at the Court Theatre, London, 
by J. Fagan’s Company, in 1921, and 
since 1923 has been played occasionally by 
the Birmingham Repertory Theatre in Bir- 
mingham and elsewhere. 

If “ Heartbreak House ” were an unusually 
difficult play to stage its absence from the 
list of Dublin productions would not be so 
hard to account for, but it is not unusually 
difficult to stage, and many more difficult 
plays have been attempted. Of course, it 
requires very fine acting if it is to be given 
its full value, but the difficulty of securing 
the best acting has not deterred Dublin pro- 
ducers from attempting all kinds of plays, 
ranging from extremities of expressionism to 
the dreariest of realism. In many cities 
where Tchechov’s “ The Cherry Orchard ”’ 
could be played to appreciative audiences this 
play of Shaw’s, “In the Russian Manner,”’ 
would be likely to find appreciation. 


A STUDY OF FUTILITY. 

Superficially . ‘‘ Heartbreak House” is 
sheer comedy from first to last, and last 
night’s audience in the Malvern Theatre 
laughed incontinently throughout its three 
acts. But behind the comedy and the laugh- 
ter is a study of futility the equal of which 
has never hitherto been presented by an 
English-speaking dramatist. Russian drama- 
tists have presented it so powerfully that 
play-goers might be excused if they believed 
futility to be a quality peculiar to Russians. 
Gogol, Turgeniev, Tolstoy, Tchechov, Andriev 
oat Gorky have ate is a speciality of 
but it may be found less 
resented by Ibsen in “the 
Wild uck,” and it is not entirely 
absent from many of the people 
in Galsworthy and Barrie plays. But it is 
most faithfully and most a presented, in 
so far as England and English people are 
concerned, in this really great play, “ Heart- 
break House.” Ten people are shown in 
varying stages~of footling futility; nine of 
them are old or middieaged, and only one, 
the girl, Ellie Dunn, is very young. And 
very significant it is that only the young 
girl, and towards the end the very old man 
show signs of rational intelligence and sincere 
emotion. 

The entire action centres about the house 
and garden of Captain Shotover, who had 
married a negress in the West Indies, and 
“sold his soul to the devil in Zanzibar.’’ 
His two fascinating daughters had married. 
one a “ numbskull,’’ who had been Governor 
of all the Crown colonies in succession; and 
the other a philanderer, who wore his 
moustache “like a bronze candlestick,’’ in 
the manner of Germany 's ex-Emperor. 


UNFAMILIAR SURROUNDINGS. 
When the curtain rises, the girl, Ellie Dunn, 
is found on a visit to Mrs. Hushabye, the 
wife of the imperious philanderer, and she is 
bewildered by the unfamiliarity of her sur- 
roundings. The captain’s house resembles 
a ship jn architecture and discipline, and all 
are at liberty to come and go as, and when, 
they please. alt Shotover himself is an 
inventor now in search of concentration, who 
criticises his family and surroundings merct- 
lessly. Parental affection lasts for about 
six ‘years, he believes, and should not "be 
relied upon for a longer period, as when 
Lady Utterword, his daughter, ap- 
pears, after an absence of  twenty- 
three years, he refuses to know her 
He insists that Ellie Sunn is the daughter of 
a boatswain. who had robbed him, and when 
Mazzini Dunn, “born soldier of freedom,’ 
appears he is treated as a robber and called 
a pirate. 
he real pirate is the captain of industry, 
Boss Mangan, a financier, whose business it 
is to gain control of industrial organisations 
when other people had demonstrated their 
worth and then gone into bankruptcy. Randal 
Utterword, Lady Utterword’s brother-in-law, 
a “ Foreign Office swell,’’ is so devoted to 
her ladeakip that he must follow her every- 
where like a pet dog. Finally there are the 
burglar, whose art consists in getting caught, 
and when his victims refuse to hand him to 
the police he collects as much cash as possible 
before he departs; and the old Nurse Guin- 
ness, who reared the captain’s children and 
was wife to the burglar identified as Billy 
Dunn who had robbed the captain. Hector 
Hushabye, the philanderer husband of 
Captain Shotover’s second daughter, had met 
and enthralled Ellie Dunn under another 
name; had fascinated her with tales of adven. 
ture, and her love romance was shattered 
when she discovered that he was not only the 
husband of her friend, but a practised liar. 
Ellie had made up her mind to marry Mangan 
for his money while loving Hector for himself. 


ALL LOVE-MAKING. 

The second act findsall these people making 
more or less indiscriminate love to one 
another. There was nothing else to do. 
Mangan falls in love with Mrs. Hushabye, 
and she with Mazzini Dunn; Lady Utterword 
flirts with Hector and with Randal, and Ellie 
sets out to discover the old mans 
secret — which is rum. Mangan 1s 
hypnotised by Ellie, but, nevertheless, hears 
a very frank discussion of himself, which 
enrages him, and the discovery of the burglar 
relieves the tension. 

In the third act, in the garden, the futile 
discussion continues. Lady Utterword re- 
clines in a hammock, and talks about ‘‘<¢he 
best, people,’’ whose activities revolve about 
their stables. All have had their hearts 
broken or injured, to a greater or less degree, 
aud all proclaim unwittingly the destructive- 
ness or futility which actuates their lives. 
They are shocked by Ellie Dunn’s announce- 
ment that she will not marry Mangan, as 
she had become in spirit the captain’s white 
wife, and then by an air raid which scatters 
bombs about the garden, killing the burglar. 
The two “ men of action ” are destroyed, 
while the social leeches are al! spared. 

But all are leeches in one way or another 
when they are not actively destructive, and 
it is this portrayal of the utter worthless- 
ness even of the apparently useful, that is 
the pur of ‘‘ Heartbreak House.” Hearts 
are en because they have no uses in the 
social scheme. and only the air raid galvan- 
ises this selected section of upper-class Eng- 
land into some kind of reality. .They will 
he different in the future, but maybe not 
any more useful. ; 

e acting all round was brilliant, and 
this was easily the best performance of the 
Festival. The Captain Shotover of Mr. 
Cedric Hardwicke was sheer joy from first to 
last, making the inconsequential comings and 
goings of the weird old man convey the 
entire significance of the play. He was ably 
seconded by Mr. Scott Sunderland as Hector 
Hushabye, the Sheik philanderer, whose per- 
formance was convincing and impressive. 
The Mazzini Dunn of Mr. Wallace 
Everett brought to mind those English 
liberals of last century, who sympathised 
with revolt everywrere, but in themselves. 
Of the ladies Eileen Beldon’s Ellie Dunn 
most impressed, because of her entire 
sincerity. Miss Edith Evans did not so much 
act the part of Lady Utterword as live it, 
and Miss Margaret Chatwin’s Mrs. Hushabye 
recalled the fact that she is versatile as she 
is capable. :

iy has been a long-standing grievance 

with public bodies in Cork County, as 
well as with other institutions, that can- 
didates for public posts in the gift of the 
Appointments’ Commissioners should have 
to proceed to Dublin for the necessary 
interviews. 

Time and again the hardship which this 
procedure causes to people who have 
experienced three or four unsuccessful 
journeys to the capital has been con- 
demned, and it is consequently a matter 
of some importance that the need for half- 
a-dozen or a dozen candidates travelling 
to Dublin to justify application for a 
solitary appointment may shortly cease to 
exist. 

Mr. John Daly, T.D., told the members 
at a recent meeting of the North Cork 
Board of Health that he had waited on 
the Department and had urged that the 
repeated requests should be granted, that 
sittings of th: Commissioners should be 
held in Cork in connection with local 
appointments. He added that he had 
reason to believe he had been successful, 
and that such sittings would in future 
take place in Cork. 


A TIPPERARY COALFIELD. 


A very important industry may be 
opened up in County Tipperary at an 
early date if the negotiations at present 
in progress between Mr. P. Morris, a 
member of the Tipperary County Council, 
and the Rarlan Colliery Co., Ltd., 
London, prove fruitful. The latter com- 
pany is acting on behalf of an important 
group of colliery owners with a view to 
acquiring the Slieveardagh coalfield, 
which has an estimated content of fifty 
million tons of anthracite coal. 

It is stated that Mr. D. Morrissey, 
T.D., has an assurance from Mr. McGilhi- 
gan, Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, that a mining bill will be intro- 
duced in the near future into the Dail. 

If this bill becomes law it is likely to 
prove of no small importance to the 
Slieveardagh district, for it is known that 
a representative of an American syndicate 
is awaiting the passage of a mining bill 
before investigating the possibilities of 
Slieveardagh and also of the Silvermines 
district of North Tipperary. 


A SUCCESSFUL REVIVAL. 


After a lapse of fifteen years the Lime- 
rick Horse and Agricultural Show has 
been revived and the two-days fixture held 
during the week leaves no room for doubt 
that the show will take its place as one 
of the most important in the provinces. 
There were numerous entries, the quality 
was good, the competition in all sections 
very keen, and the gate receipts broke all 
previous “ records ” on both days. 

Most attention was claimed by the 
horses, and rarely, indeed, have a more 
attractive lot been on view in the South, 
the quality of the animals in almost all 
classes being remarkable even for County 
Limerick. The cattle were not far behind, 
the general standard being extremely 
satisfactory. 

Some doubts had been entertained as to 
the success of the poultry section, but the 
pessimists were confounded, for, in the 
words of the judge, this department was 
““a wonderful success.” The entries were 
large, and the quality very good indeed. 

The very fine attendance on both days— 
and the second day's crowd was even 
larger than the frst—is all the more note- 
worthy considering the gloomy weather 
and occasional sl owers. With the revived 
fixture proving such a brilliant success, 
the prospects are bright indeed for the 
future operacions ot the Limerick Show 
Society, under the able guidance of its 
President, the Lar! of Dunraven. 


CELTIC’S USEFUL LAST DAYS. 


The task of breaking up the White Star 


rocks off Roche’s Point, at the entrance to 
Cork Harbour, 
now well under way. 

Up to a couple of weeks ago the appear- 
ance of the Celtic, if one excepts the 


little difference from that of a liner lying 
at anchor—a frequent sight in Cork Har- 
bour. Now, however, with funnels gone, 
davits empty and masts removed, she has 
assumed all the aspect of a wreck. 

The liner’s days of usefulness are not 
quite ended, however ; for the very neces- 
sity of destroying what remains of her has 
created extensive employment in a district 
that badly needed it. Large quantities of 


material are being daily brought in from 
the wreck to Haulbowline for temporary 
storage there, and if the weather is 
favourable the hull should be ready for 
floating up the harbour to the dock at 
Haulbowline by the end of October. 

Before the hull can be got into the 
Haulbowline basin it will be necessarv to 
remove the sunken steamer Alison, which 
has been lying just outside the entrance 
since last October, and this work will add 
to the large amount of employment which 
the Celtic is now providing. 

Besides the large sum of money paid 
weekly to local workmen, the breaking-up 
of the Celtic is putting a considerable 
amount in circulation in Queenstown ig 
connection with the purchase of materials 
required, and I hear that a local firm has 
succeeded in getting the contract fos 
supplying the large number of barrels 
that will be used in the endeavour ta 
float the liner’s hull off the rocks.

The resignation of an assistant counte 
medical officer of health gave rise to a dis- 
cussion at the recent meeting of the Corx 
County Council on the advisability of con- 
tinuing the existing tuberculosis scheme 
in the county. Mr. PD. L. O'Gorman. in 
moving that the position be not again 
filled, said that the scheme was a costly 
experiment. Mr. M. Corry, T.D., seconded 
the motion, which was supported by Mr. 
M. Murphy, who referred to the scheme 
as “ a huge and costly farce 

These views, however, did not meet with 
the approval of the majority of 
members. Mr. P. Bradley pointed out 
that it had taken years to promote such a 
scheme for the benefit and advantage of 
the suffering poor, and maintained that 
they should give it a chance to succeed 

Mr. T. J. Murphy, T.D., dwelt on the 
terrible consequences of tuberculosis, and 
said that Ireland was very backward in 
the treatment of the disease. He believed 
that the scheme was one of the best 
features of the Local Government Depart- 
ments efforts to conibat the disease. 

Eventually an amendment, that the 
vacancy should be filled. was carried bv 
thirty votes to fourteen. The Council 
then appointed Dr. Arthur Buckley, at a 
salary of £5 5s. per week, with travelling 
expenses, to act temporarily pending the 
permanent filling of the pesition on the 
recommendation of the Appointments 
Commissioners.

amongst nots only those who were fighting 
against the disease, but those who were 
suffering fuom it—that dread disease, which 
had bafiléd the~ medical profession for 
hundreds of “years, 

OPPORTUNITY FOR SUFFERERS. 

- They were fortunate there in escaping from 
the catastrophe that was overtaking those 
suffering from that dread disease; but he 
wanted to lift up, in the social scale those 
suffering from the disease, and who were 
slipping down, . His object was to turn the 
scale in the opposite direction—to lift them 
up, and to give them opportunity. When 
he was tuberculosis officer he saw a great 
many men and women striken down with 
the disease. He used to examine them and 
send them to sanatoria, They came back 
aiter three or six months infinitely better, 
their coughs had disappeared and they had 
put on weight. But then the question arose 
ahout their occupation. A certam number 
had sympathetic employers, who were onl 
too anxious and willing to take them beck 
and give them an opportunity of going on 
with their work. Unfortunately, only a 
small -percentage of employers were viking 
to do that. 

WORK UNDER PROPER CONDITIONS. 

The question of a light, open-air job 
was a myth, and eve medical man 
who recommended a. light, open-air job 
for a consumptive knew that it was 
useless, unless he was «content with light 
wages at the end of the week. They 
had to decide what they could do with 
people of that kind, and there were a great 
number of them; a great number for which 
the suggestion he had to make would not, 
perhaps, be a national remedy. But for the 
individual, for the purpose of dealing with 
unemployment and ill-health, they would 
have to find a selution that would raise 
him up and make him a healthy, self- 
supporting citizen. They were faced with 
a large social and economic problem, be- 
cause, after all, tuberculosis was, par ez 
cellence, an economic problem. The man 
with a nice balance in bank—the man who 
could go to Africa or South America, or 
elsewhere, was not faced with the severe 
economic problem which faced the working 
man when he returned from an institution. 

Could they make it possible for the ordinary 
individual to be in the same position—to 
have a little bank balance after his treat- 
ment’ ‘The answer was that it could be 
done if they made it possible for that man 
tó earn his living in sheltered institutions. 
The pace at which people had to work at 
present in industry was too great. It was 
an age of machinery, and men had to work 
to k pace ‘with machinery. They wanted 
to reduce that pace, so that the damaged 
organ (the lung) could function in the 
damaged organism (the body). When they 
put a man in a position to earn his money 
without injury to the damaged organ they 
were lifting him up. The man was faced 
with -two enormous adverse factors at pre- 
sent—one, the employer, and the other “the 
man who worked side by side with him. They 
found that a consumptive could earn his own 
wage,. but he coul not earn overhead 
eharges, which were necessary to keep the 
whole business going, Could they put up an 
environment so that the overhead charges 
could be paid by somebody else; so that the 
consumptive could earn his own living, have 
his own house, and be a free man; a man 
who was enjoying the full benefit of man- 
hood, and a man who was able to raise up 
a family free from disease. If they grew 
up free. from disease, then the vicious circle 
had been cut, ag it never had been cut 
before, 

Village settlements were now started in 
Germany, Holland, France and New South 
Wales, and they were being started in the 
United States. Why should Ireland be 
behind? They should come forward and 
take the protect up with enthusiasm. 

THE WORK AT PAPWORTH. 

Dr. Verrier Jones then showed a large 
number of Jantern slides illustrating Pap- 
worth Village Settlemert, the hospitals and 
houses for the residents, - The ‘houses, st 
might. be mentioned, consist tof six rooms 
each, including three bedrooms, with two 
windows in each room, The renis are 10s. 64d. 
to Ils, per week. 

The lecturer then showed bar shops, 
cabinetmaking factories, handbag factories, 
printing shops, etc., where men and women 
are employed under ideal FAN en sos and 
the products sold to firms in London and 
elsewhere.

Luke J. O'Duffy, general secretary, 
Trish Distributive Workers’ and Clerks 
Union, heartily endorsed the vote of thanks 
to Dr. Verrier. Jones, and said that the 
description he had given and the pictures 
shown had brought home to the audience the 
manner in which the Village Settlement 
under bis control had placed men and. women 
affected by tuberculosis in itions of inde- 
pence, where they could earn their own 
ivelihood. He had spent a day at Papworth 
village settlement with Dr. Vervier Jones, 
and he was astonished at what he had seen, 
and he as very glad that the doctor had come 
there to address them. He believed that 
in the near future an attempt would be made 
tá do something on similar lines in Pea- 
mount. As many of them were aware, Lady 
Aberdeen was taking a keen interest in the 
institution, and was resolved that she would 
as far as she could, place at the me 
of,.patiénts there the opportunity of doing 
whas the patients under Dr. Verrier Jones 
were doing.

There are some 320 odd trams and 70 odd 

*buses. The revenue of the trams is £520,000, 
and of the ‘buses £115,000. 
The earning capacity of a tram is in the 
nature of per week, with twice the 
seating capacity of a ‘bus. The earning 
capacity of a ‘bus is about £51 per week, 
Is further comment necessary ? 

I note in the balance sheet meticulous par- 
ticulars are given showing cost per mile of 
the tram, which is over 1s. None is quoted 
for the "bus. 

The red-herring of wayleaves, road repairs, 
etc., may be excellent propaganda, but it is 
not good business. There are such things as 
economic fares—adoption when possible of a 
more modern form of transport, and a sane 
view on the type of transport the public

The tramways are a utility service which 
the State is bound to maintain; Undue pro- 
longation of the strike might easily drag in 
the railway companies. The strike raises the 
whole problem of national transport. 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
a been repeatedly urged to tackle this ques- 
ion. 
The national loss arising from three rela- 
tively inefficient services operating to their 
mutual destruction has been pointed out by 
ali sides of the House—the competition of 
‘buses operated by railways against their 
own main lines; the disastrous results of 
competition between ‘bus, tram and rail; and 
the threatened loss of either tram or rail, 
which the country could ill afford to lose. 
This strike proves the truth of these con- 
tentions. 

The elimination of way-leaves, the raiding of 
the Road Fund, the setting up of white- 
washing commissions are mere pailiatives that 
settle nothing permanently, but simply put 
off the day of reckoning. 

I again appeal to the tramwaymen to re- 
member how similar tactics to those now 
ore: tana destroyed the Dublin Dock- 
y ompany. Are they wise to refuse 
arbitration’? Will such refusal cause the loss 
of the goodwill of the general public! Nor 
are they reasonably entitled to assume that 
the arbitrator will decide against them. He 
1s betnd to consider sacrifices in wages al- 
ready made, and the decision is just as likely 
to favour the men as the company. 

The most strenuous efforts to bring both 
sides together at once should be made by the 
Government. Tha* alone can settle the strike ; 
newspa solutions are of little value. 

The Government should create an Industrial 
Transport Couneil, of workers and masters, 
to consider and report updn the whole ques- 
tion of transport, and to draw up a scheme 
of ways and means, by which a single or dual 
national transport system may be created. 
Such system should be self-supporting, inde- 
pendent of bounty or subsidy. Working con- 
ditions, rate; of pay also, should be settled. 

Then the findings of the arbitrator can be 
permanently settled by confirmation or other- 
wise. 

The Minister for Industry should give an 
undertaking, subject to reasonable powers of 
révision, to embody substantially by statute 
the findings of the Transport Council. 

This method now operates in Germany, and 
forms the basis of the ‘‘ Federal Economic 
Council,” subordinate to, but working side 
by side with, the Reichstag, constituting a 
‘Parliament of Industry —a el of 
efficiency and “ creative power ’’ to the whole 
world. i 

There can be no hopes of industrial peace 
or expansion in the Saorstat until industry is 
run on properly organised, scientific lines, 
free from the trammels of the party 
machine.—Yours, etc.,

Sin,—There seems to be money for every- 
thing except books. Some months ago one 
advertisement appeared in the /rish Times ol 
“ Retrospections of Dorothea Herbert, 1770- 
1789.” It was ordered from Dublin and 
found to be worth far more than 7s. 6d. net, 
It is of especial interest to people of the 
Counties of Kilkenny and Tipperary, and 
would be a welcome gift to exiles in far 
lands. It is a magic glass through which we 
look into the past that seems the real sub- 
stance and the present the shadow. People 
truly of all sorts and conditions pass before 
us: even those whose hearts lie in fashion 
and foolery may find delight here; nor can 
the learned woman of to-day look down on 
that time—an heiress who was afterwards 
wife of the second Sir John Blunden was 
‘‘compleat mistress of Music—Drawing— 
Dancing—And understood Greek, Latin, 
French, English, and Italian as well as her 
Masters—Wrote Capitally and was in every 
Respect p most accomplished Pretty little 
Creature.” 

In 1785 Dublin never appeared to greater 
advantage; Parliament met and the town was 
as full as possible; the Franchises that year 
were remarkably beautiful; the Dublin 
Volunteers, newly dressed and accoutred, con- 
tinually paraded the streets; there were grand 
masquerades. Kilkenny, Carrick-on-Suir, 
Galway, Killarney, Cashel were en 
prosperous. Carrick-on-Suir was famed for 
its ratteen. Enough remains of the 
“ Retrospections’’ to fill another book, if 
there. were a demand for it. One person, at 
any rate, would rejoice to have the second 
volume. In whatever misery you may be 
there are passages that will make vou Jangh 
aloud, Dorothea Herbert’s mother was 
daughter of the first Lord Desart. The good old

Harman) said that, en comparing the balance 
sheet with last year's, they would see that 3 
the amounts due to bankers and others bad 
disappeared, and instead they had now stand- 
ing to their credit a substantial sum. 

aling with the items seriatum, he pointed 
ont that the machinery, plant, premises, 
stood at £157,583, which was about £432,000 
lower than they did at this time last year. 
They stood to-day.at.a reasonable figure. 
The same could be said of the next item— 
stocks of whiskey—which stood at £368,058.

EFFECT OF REORGANISATION, 

By the time the reconstruction of the 
company’s finances had been completed a 
good part the financial year had 
already gone by and a considerable loss 
had already been suffered, 1t was not until 
after the new year that the company was 
able to take advantage of the resources which 
had become available. No good purpose 
could be served by telling them in detail of 
all the work that had feen done, but it was 
not until the last quarter of the year under 
review that the effect of the re-organisation 
began to make itself felt. The decline in 
sales was first arrested, then their turnover 
began to improve, and it improved steadily, 
and to such an extent that in the last three 
months they had recovered all that had veen 
lost in the early part of the year, and their 
turnover exceeded that of the previous year ; 
but the important thing was not so much the 
amount they had recovered, but the rate of 
their recovery. The sales for the month of 
June, 1929, showed an increase of more than 
100 per cent. on the sales of the correspond- 
ing month in the previous year, He added 
that the weekly returns for July and August 
indicated that their sales figures were eegeen | 
maintaining their climb. He did not wis 
to belittle the difficulties which beset them, 
or to underrate the strength and ability of 
their competitors at home iand abroad, 
but the company had the advantage 
of being able to market an article of 
an age and quality which could not be ex- 
celled. They felt justly proud of their 
achievement of having doubled their monthly 
turnover as a result of three or four months 
of concentrated effort, and that was a clear 
index that the public had begun to appre- 
ciate the wonderful merits of their product. 


PROSPECTS OF THE COMPANY. 

With regard to the prospects sf the com- 
pany, his colleagues and he félt absolutely 
confident that the progress which had been 
made during the las: quarter of the year under 
review could be maintained, and, if that were 
the case, then the future of the company was 
assured, and instead of a deficit in the next 

ear’s balance sheet there was every reason 
to hope for a substantial surplus. When he 
and his friends took a financial interest in 
the company they did not do to out of any 
measure of philanthropy, but because they 
were satisfied that it was a good proposition. 
In the home market there were dwindling 
sales, due to many causes, but mainly due to 
the entirely excessive and abnormal duty. As 
regards the markets abroad, there was no rea- 
son why the Scotch should have a monopoly 
of these markets, considering the merits of 
the article which the company had to put 
up in competition with them. . ' 

Some Englishmen had been inclined to fight 
shy of Irish investments and Irish industines 
in consequence of the events of the past ten 
or eleven years. That attitude must 
changed. He was happy to say that he was 
a great believer in the future of this country 
and in the capacity of Irishmen not only to 
manage their own affairs, but to build up the 
prosperity of their native land. He thought 
they had a country of wonderful possibilities, 
and that they had several men of great 
courage, vision and foresight in charge of 
affairs. They would pardon him for suggest- 
ing that possibly some of the people were too 
near these men to put a true value on their 
abilities, but in London they were able to see 
them in a more correct perspective. History 
would prove their greatness. 

The rd was absolutely confident that, if 
people only got to know what wonderful 
whiskey the company offered, they would 
drink nothing else.

CONSECRATION OF NEW 
BISHOP. 


IMPRESSIVE CEREMONY 
IN BELFAST. 


— 


The solemn consecration oí the Right Rev. 
Daniel Mageean, B.D., Dean of Maynooth 
and a former Professor of St, hy’s 
College, Belfast, as Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Down and Connor took plave in St. Patrick’s 
Charch, Donegall street, Belfast, yesterday. 
The new Bishop, who is a native of Saintfield, 
Co. Down, succeeds in the bishopric the Most 
Rev. Dr. MacRory, Archbishop of Armagh, 
who performed t ceremony. He was 
assisted by two other Northern Bishops—the 
Most Rev. Dr. McKenna, Bishop of Clogher, 
and the Most Rev. Dr. Mulhern, Bishop of 
Dromore. 

There was a very large congregation in St 
Patrick's for the ceremony, and the attend- 
ance included the Most Rev. Dr. MeNeilly, 
Bishop of Raphoe ; the Most Rev. Dr O’Kane, 
Rishop of Derry; the Most Rev. Dr. T. 
Mulvanny, Bishop of Meath; the Most Rev. 
Dr. McNamee, Bishop of Ardagh and Clon- 
macnoise; the Most Rev. Dr. Morrisroe, 
Bishop of Achonry ; the Most Rev. Dr. Keane, 
Bishop of Limerick; the Most Rev. Dr. 
McCarthy, Bishop of Galloway; the Most 
Rev. Dr. Cappo, Bishop of Paliopolis, Asia. 

The majority of the priests of the diocese 
also were present, and many prominent lay- 
men, including Mr. Joseph Devlin, M.P. 


THE CEREMONY, 

The vast congregation in St. Patrick’s fol- 
lowed with the deepest interest the solemn’ 
rite of consecration, which is remarkable for 
its dignity and beauty. The ceremony in- 
cludes the imposition of hanls by the 
consecrating prelate and his assistants, the 
handing to the Bishop-Elect of the crozier, 
the ring, and the k of the Gospels. 
Chrism is used in anointing the head and 
hands of the Bishop-Elect, as the oil of 
Catachumens is used in anointing the hands 
of the priest at his ordination. 

After the consecration the Bishop was 
enthroned in the episcopal chair, wearing the 
mitre and holding in his left hand the 
crozier, and the consecrator intoned the 
“Te Deum.”” ‘While this hymn of thanks- 
giving was heing sung the newly-consecrated 
Bishop blessed the congregation, walking 
down the centre aisle, and returned to the 
episcopal chair, when an antiphon was recited 
and sung and the consecrator recited a prayer. 
The consecrated Bishop then pronounced on 
all priests a solemn blessing, and was 
embraced by the consecrator and the assistant 
bishops in turn. 


THE SERMON. 

After the first Gospel the Very Rev. Hugh 
Kerr, C.88.R., Rathgar, Dublin, preached 
the sermon, in the course of which he said 
that the ceremony they had witnessed must 
have filled them all with a sense of pride in 
the Church to which they had the privilege 
to belong. For in substances it was the same 
ceremony as that so tersely described in the 
words of the text, whereby St. Paul was 
‘separated unto the apostolate.’ 

As with St. Paul, the preacher proceeded, 
so to-day, the Spirit of God speaks through 
the successor of Saint Peter, by whose warrant 
} and authority another Bishop is clothed with 
‘the fulness of the priesthood and takes his 
place in that unbroken and venerable line 
which reaches back to the Apostles, Thus 
the Bishop who is consecrated to-day, like 
Saint Paul before him, is sent with the 
authority of an apostle, and the church of 
Down and Connor, of which he is the latest 
pastor, will, through him, enjoy the note of 
apostolicity, ” 

To-day we. realise, far more than we ever 


indefectible; has never failed, and will never 
fail, unto the end of time. To-day we have 
a tangible proof of those glorious words of 
promise: “ Behold I am with you all days, 
even to the consummation of the world.” 
To-day we realise that though Bishops come 
and go, live and die, yet the episeopate, like 
the Church, of which it is the divinely- 
appointed source of authority, remains for 
ever. 

The Church of God is the living and per- 
petual witness to the supernatoral on earth, 
not only in her manifestly -spiri opera- 
tions, but in the never-failing principle of 
life which sustains her. She is the rpetual 
miracle of God on earth. She is that Holy 
City which the prophet in dim vision had fore- 
told which even in the last of days, when 
the brief shadow of this world is about to 
pass, will still clearly be discerned hich 
upon the Mount of God. (Isaias ii., 2 and 3). 


THE CHURCH. 

Proceeding, the preacher said :—Time 
cuts no wrinkle on the Church’s 
brow. Centuries piled on centuries have but 
enhanced the bloom of her eternal youth. 
She is old and venerable, indeed, but her 
strength is unimpaired, and she is the only 
force to-day that can grapple with the 
paganism of the hour. And being old and 
venerable, she is wise with the garnered 
wisdom of-two thousand years. Every part 
of the Old World,’ even the lands that once 
boasted of their disloyalty and their schism ; 
every part of the New World, even the 
smallest and remotest islands, with peoples 
the most barborous and climates the most 
injurious, are made rvious to her mes- 
sengers of bas A divine vitality is in her 
veins that knows neither decay nor decrepi- 
tude; and only when the race of man is run 
and the wont is consumed in its regenerat- 
ing fires will the Church Militant on earth 
be finished when the Church Triumphant in 
Heaven is complete. 

And by a perfect, historical fitness is it 

that in this great anniversary year, in the 
ruined shrines of Celtic faith and piety, the 
Holy Mass should again be offered ere in 
this corner of the island, where an alien 
civiligation and an alien religion are so much 
more in evidence, we may not, perhaps, just 
yet so publicly recreate the glories of the 
ancient faith Saint Patrick brought us. 
_ But let us rest assured that no political 
imstitutions, no matter how cunningly de- 
vised nor lavishly supported, can outlast the 
indestructible Church enshrined in the heart 
of this nation. And, for our common con- 
solation, let us remember that in the vast 
spiritual inheritance of the Gael, symbolised 
by the ruined sanctuaries that dot the land, 
we people of this Northern portion hold no 
little share. 


HISTORIC DIOCESE. 

Truly, this is a most historic Diocese of 
Down and Connor. Despite the tide of inter- 
mittent war that rolled over it; despite, 
above all, systematic plantations whose dire- 
ful legacy is with us still, the relics of ow 
ancient Faith are everywhere around us. 
Some, indeed, the despoiler’s hand could 
never injure. 

In conclusion, Father Kerr said :—The 
= and people of Down and Connor would 
lave generously accepted and loyally obeyed 
any bishop whom the Holy See would have 

for them. But it was vith peculiar 
leasure that they learned that the Holy 
ather had selected a nattye of the diocese, 
and one specially suited for the office. His 
modesty debars me from enlarging on those 
qualities of mind and heart that in a special 
way fit him for the duties he is called upon 
to discharge. Suffice it to say that when he 
was selected for the office of Dean in the 
great Seminary of Maynooth the Council of 
Bishops who made the choice must have seen 
in Dr. Mageean-a shining example of every 
priestly virtue. And throughout Ireland to- 
day the young priests ordained during the 
past ten vears can bear abundant testimony 
to the respect and affection with which he 

was regarded. 

THE NEW BISHOP. 

So Dr. Mageean takes up to-day the 
erozier of St. Malachy in this historic Diocese 
of Down and Connor. The blessing of God 
rests upon him this morning, not merely by 
reason of the holy consecration he has just 
received, but also by reason of those priest! 
virtues with which he has adorned his soul. 
And if it will in any way lighten the 
burden of his responsibility, he can rest 
assured of the affectionate loyalty and whole- 
hearted c tion of priests and people 
of whom be is now the Pastor. Our prayers 
and good wishes go with him to-day and 
will accompany him all his life. 

Under his guidance may this flourishing 
Church of Down and Connor still make 
iurther progress. May religion prosper and 
piety increase y Bishop, priests, and 
Deople remain closely united in the bonds of 
es n until Pastor and flock are 
gathered together có Ta aed sheepfold.

in Palestine for a long time, and some 
people have expressed surprise at the fact 
that, while under Turkish rule no inter- 
ference with Jewish religious rites took

Among 
many causes of the present crisis, the 
well-intentioned Balfour declaration of 
November, 1917, by which “ His Majesty's 
Government yiewed with favour the 
establishment in Palestine of a national 
home for the Jewish people,” is the most 
cutstanding. The few orthodox Jews, 
who had remained on their native soil 
since the days of Judas Maccabaeus, were 
not sufficiently numerous or politically 
active to inspire irritation among their 
Ottoman overlords or their inflammable 
Arabic neighbours. Under the Balfour 
declaration, however, an immense number

of Jews arrived in 
with their 
racial kinship established important, com- 
In the Galilee region, for in- 
stance, the Arabs found themselves 
suddenly dispossessed, or at least crowded 
out, of their lands. - The resultant 
hostility between the two races has caused 
the procrastination of the proposed 
measures of self-government intended for 
Palestine, since it was obvious at Geneva 
that the removal of British control would 
precipitate a massacre. 

The laconic message, “ Palestine Jewry 
is in the greatest danger; rush help,” 
sent by the Chief Rabbi of Palestine to 
Dr. Hertz, the Chief Rabbi of the British 
Empire, is a sufficient indication of the 
peril in which the Jews find themselves. 
Arab attacks perpetual, and the 
lamentable murder of Mr. Best. shows 
their indiscriminate nature. The range of 
the disturbances extends a: Jeast from 
Jaffa to Hebron, and signs are not want- 
ing that religious and racial fanaticism 
is being used by the Arabs as a convenient 
cloak for their time-honoured pastime óf 
looting. the 
British troops from Egypt seems to have 
produced a salutary effect, and there is 
reason to hope that the situation soon will 
be brought Both the 
Palestine and Iinpefial Governments have 
displayed firmness; the 
Grand Mufti of Jerusalem ha. been told 
that be will be held personally responsible 
for any further riots, and the despatch 
of H.M. ships Barham and Sussex from 
Malta will lend weight to the orders of 
local authority. Until, however, a per- 
manent settlement is achieved, Palestine 
is likely to be a continual source. of 
trouble. Great Britain has been blamed 
with great speciousness for undertaking 
the Palestinian Mandate, and gimilar 
French troybles in Syria with the Druses 
have been cited as an abundgnt proof of 
this contention. There can be no doubt, 
however, that the country cannot now be 
abandoned, if only because of the loss of 
prestige and broken faith that such action 
would involve. 

Behind the Palestinian question itself 
three further weighty reasons demand the 
retention of British influence over the 
country. Not only is the Suez Cana) vital 
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under control. 


commendable 
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the world. Although its existence has 
been known since Achaemenian days, its 


resources even now are scarcely more than 


tapped. Indeed, some have averred that 
it will outlast the American and Burmese 
fields and become not merely the richest, 
but the only, oilfield of the world. Its 
geographical position, in what may be 
termed the cockpit of Asia, is its only 
eerious drawback, Soviet Russia lowers 
upon it from the north, certain European 
nations with footholds in the Levant 
watch it covetously from the west and the 
awakening east surrounds it. Moreover, 
its value to the Empire will increase as its 
needs, both civil and military, depend 
more and more on the interna] combustion 
engine. Jn these circumstances, it would 
be criminal folly to permit the use or 
abuse of Palestine by any other nation, 
and there is no doubt that such an 
event would follow immediately upon a 
British withdrawal. Palestine will not 
be able to govern itself for many years to 
come, and, until it hes developed a proper 
political sense, both honour and interest 
demand a continuance of the British 
mandate. 7

Itish Barley. 

For more than one reason we applaud 
the move made by the Ivish Farmers’ 
Union on behalf of barley-growers. 
The union summoned a conference 
at Maryborough, to which came repre- 
sentatives of the growers of barley 
and of stock-feeders. Means were dis- 
cussed for the establishment of a steady 
market and for the fixing of a price for 
the grain which would be mutuyally 
acceptable to producer and consymer. 
Mr. E. Cussen, Secretary of the Cork 
Farmers’ Union, made a sensible speech 
in which he expounded the necessity for 
an alternative market to that which ig 
represented by brewers and maltsters: 
Last year maltsters paid as low a price 
as £6 a ton for barley. Is the farmer to 
enjoy no other means of disposing of his 
grain when they, his principal customers, 
obtain competitive supplies at prices that 
will, not repay him for his expenditure? 
What is he to do with a crop that exceeds 
the demand? It is obvious that the con- 
sumer on whom he ought to depend for 
an alternative market is the stock-feeder ; 
but three difficulties beset him. In the 
first place, he is not in touch with the 
desired buyer; in the second place, 
imported maize holds the market; and, in 
the third place, there exists a prejudice 
against barley which must be conquered 
before maize can be ousted and the 
market secured. Mr. Cussen quoted 
evidence that proves that the inferiority 
of barley as a feeding stuff lies within a 
margin of but five per cent., and he truly 
said that, if the situation were clearly 
understood by stock-feeders, barley ought 
to become readily saleable at a price but 
little below that of maize. The conference 
adopted means to establish contact 
between barley-growers and stock-feeders 
throughout Ireland, and we hope that the 
report of the conference and of. Mr. 
Cussen’s statement will suffice to prompt 
farmers to co-operate loyally in the policy 
that it is proposed to pursue. Ierhaps, the 
conference would have done well to go 
into the problem of barley transport 
costs; for here the influence of the Free 
State Government reasonably could have 
been invoked. A good start, however, has 
been made towards the recovery of the 
market for feeding stuffs by native 
produce. This is satisfactory; but we 
commend also the fact that the farmers 
came together and devised their plans for 
themselves. Here is an example of self- 
help that ought to be followed in all 
branches of agriculture. It is high 
time that the farmers, through their 
voluntary organisations, should grapple 
with their own affairs. Millions of pounds 
are spent by Ireland every year on 
imported maize. Industry ought to keep 
that money at home. To that end, how- 
steady co-operation between pro- 
ducers and consumers, loyal service by 
labour, and honest dealing by employers 
are required. i

Liman von Sanders. 


The death, at Munich, of General 
Liman von Sanders recalls one of the most 
notable, and, in some respects, the most 
tragic, episodes of the Great War. Von 
Sanders, who went to Turkey at the head 
of a German mission in 1913, was the 
real leader of the Turkish forces both in 
Gallipoli and in Palestine. It is too 
soon yet to estimate with any degree of 
accuracy the rights and wrongs of the 
Dardanelles campaign. Ex parte state- 
ments in abundance have been made on 
both sides, and those who regard the cam- 
paign as a mad adventure are almost 
balanced by those who declare it to have 
been one of the most brilliant strokes of 
the whole war. Everybody agrees, how- 
ever, that the conduct of the defences by 
the Turks was admirable. Liman von 
Sanders, who when he went to Turkey 
first found the army exhausted after its 
experiences in the Balkan wars, re- 
organised it with German thoroughness, 
and by the time when it was required 
to defend the Peninsula it was a first- 
class fighting machine, Throughout the 
campaign he was the guiding spirit of the 
Turkish Army. Even the fiery Enver 
Pasha deferred to his views, although at 
times the Turks and the Germans did not 
see eye to eye. Subsequently he admitted 
that there were moments when the 
British might have broken through the 
Turkish lines; but he arranged his 
defences with such skill that the Turkish 
movements were kept completely secret. 
His work in Palestine afterwards was 
obscured’ by the spectacular victories of 
Allenby. He was a German soldier of the 
old school. Although he was a bitter 
enemy of the British, he was respected 
highly by the generals who strove against 
him; for they recognised that he fought 
a clean fight, and that, in yictory or 
defeat, he always was loyal to the soldier's 


code.

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AT GALWAY IN SCHEDULED TIME 


~— 


GALWAY, Sunday Night. 


Everything is in readiness for the first 
experimental air mail flight from Galway 
to London and back, which will be under. 
by Colonel Charles - Russel) 
to-morrow morning. Despite the many 
unforeseen difficulties that Colonel Russell 
encountered during the early stages of the 
journey to Galway from Weybridge Aero- 
drome, near London, he arrived at Oran- 
more Aerodrome before the scheduled time. 

It was 4.45 o'clock when he flew over 
the aerodrome, which he described to me 
this evening. 

““As you know, I left Dublin for 
London on Thursday night to take over 
the machine,” said Colonel Russell. 
' Early on Friday afternoon, with Captain 
Summers as my assistant pilot. T set off 
irom Weybridge Aerodrome with the 
machine, As we were taxi-ing down the 
field for the take-off one of the tyres burst, 
and the nose of the aeroplane tilted over, 
with the result. that the propellor was 
damaged. Our wing was not injured, as 
has been stated. We were then held up 
for repairs until the following day, and 
it was just us well, as the weather was 
atrocious, ever though we could have made 
Baldonnel despite it. 

“We started off again on Saturday at 
about 3.30 p.m., and encountered rather 
miserable weather, so that when we got to 
Rugby we were down over the wireless 
poles, and I decided to go further South 
and fly across the Irish Sea from Fisn- 
cuard, as I thought that conditions would 
he thore favourable there. We got down 
into the Welsh hills, but the weather was 
worse than ever, and as we were dodging 
around about twenty feet. above the 
ground we got into a valley, out of which 
we could not rise. There was nothing for 
it but-to land in a smal! field near 
Newbridge-on-Wye, Radnorshire, and stay 
there for the night. 

“This morning, at 11 o'clock, we took- 
off for Sealanda Aerodrome, which was 


about. sixty-five miles away, to re-fuel. 


Leaving Sealands, at 1.30 p.m. we arrived 
at Baidonnel under an hour and five 
minutes, after a good crossing. ‘At Bal- 
donne] we remained for Junch and to re- 
fuel, leaving there at about 4.15, and 
barely half-an-hour later we arrived over 
Mranmore Aerodrome. The machine 
behaved splendidly all the time, and I am 
very pleased with it. 


LIKE IRELAND. 

“TIT most say.’’ continued Colonel 
Russell, ‘‘ that I found the Welsh people 
very like the Irish. 1 was astonished, and 
one might have as well been in Ireland. 
They were most hospitable and kind. The 
whole village turned out to heip us to get 
eur machine weather-tight for the nigut, 
as we were up to our knees in Welsh mud. 
An extraordinary coincidence was that the 
townland in which we landed was called 
Ireland.”’ 

Colonel Russell said that he had every 
confidence in the success of the flight to- 
morrow morning. Its main purpose was 
to demonstrate that to carry mails by air 
from liners from Galway to London was 
practicable and profitable, and that con- 
siderably over a day's time would be saved 
thereby. 

THE MACHINE. 

The machine that Colonel Russell is 
using is @ Vickers, fitted with a 500 horse 
power Rolls-Royce Condor-Vixen engine. 
It is capable of a maximum speed of 174 
miles an hour, though the maximum 
cruising speed at a reasonable height is 160 
miles an hour. It is a machine of fine 
lines and great wing space, and can carry, 
in addition to the pilot and assistant pilot, 
200 pounds of mail. ; 

All Galway turned out this aíternoon to 
méet Colonel Russell on his arrival in 
glorious weather at Oranmore. From all 
parts of the county people came by motor 
car, and fully a hundred cars were parked 
in the aerodrome and on the road outside, 
while many hundreds of people crowded 
the side of the field. : 

For a time a remarkable scene of anima- 
tion was witnessed. Already one Moth 
acroplane from Dublin was on the field, 
and when Colonel Russell arrived it was 
seen that he was followed by a small 
aeroplane. Before he landed, Colonel 
Russell flew over Galway Town at a 
tre nendous speed, ne a steep banking 
turn, and then flying back to the aero- 
drome, to make a perfect landing. Almost 
as soon as he had landed, the red aero- 
plane touched the ground, and pulled up, 
and out jumped a man without guggles;

volonel Russell was given a great cheer 
on stepping out of the aeroplane, and was 
received by the Reception Committee, 
headed by Mr. Martin MacDonogh, T.D.

UNCERTAIN, 


THE RACE TO TAKE

The position of Italy in regard to the 
ider Race is not clear. A London 
message states that ltaly has withdrawn, 
while a Reuter message frou Rome says 
it is Italy’s intention to take part. 

The Press Association says that an 
official message irom the Italian Govern- 
ment was received by Lieutenant-Colonel 
P. F. Bitossi, the Italian Air Attaché in 
London, early yesterday, that the Italian 
Schneider ‘lrophy team had withdrawn 
irom the contest. 

“The communicaton I have received 
indicates that the decision not to compete 
is final,’’ Lieutenant-Colonel Bitossi said, 
“and it will be passed on as soon as 
possible to the Royal Aero Club, under 
whose auspices the race was to have been 
decided.’’ 

The race for the Schneider Trophy, 
which Great Britain wrested from Italy 
at Venice in 1927, was.to have been flown 
over the Solent on Septemebr 7. France 
and Germany have already withdrawn 
from the contest, and the solitary 
American machine which is entered {or 
the race is an extremely doubtful starter. 

Italy’s decision to withdraw follows the 
death of Captain Guiseppe Motta, their 
chief pilot, while practising on Lake 
Garda, and the fact that it has been 
found impossible by the British authori- 
ties to postpone the race. 

“The” message from Rome jis a very 
laconic one, »-vonchsafing “no.. details,” 
Lieutenant-Colonel Bitossi told the Press 
Association later, “It simply states that 
the Italian team will not be coming tó 
Calshot, as it has been decided to with- 
draw altogether from the contest.” 


NO DECISION YET.

EIGHT KILLED AND 30 
SERIOUSLY INJURED.

COLOGNE, Sunday. 

Fight passengers were killed and thirty 
seriously injured as a result of an acci- 
dent to the Paris-Warsaw express just as 
it was entering the station at Buir, near 
Dueren, at eight o'clock this morning. 

The accident occurrrd at a place where 
the line is under repairs, and is believed 
to have been due to the driver failing to 
reduce speed sufliciently. The locomotive 
and luggage vans left the rails, and were 
followed by the passenger carriages and 
sleeping car, which were telescoped with 
such force that it was impossible to open 
the doors. The rescue parties had to cut 
their way through the woofs of the 
carriages. 

The number of dead is officially stated 
to be eight, while thirty injured persons 
have been taken to hospital. The killed 
and injured were mostly French and 
Poles, but there were a few Germans and 
one American. Among the French were 
the members of a French swimming club, 
who were on their way to Berlin and 
Warsaw to take part in swimming con- 
tests. 

There were no British among the killed.

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TRAM DISPUTE 
DEADLOCK. 


ARBITRATION NOT 
FAVOURED. 
NEW PEACE 
EFFORT. 


TRAM DIRECTORS’ 
BREAK SILENCE. 


It is understood that the proposal for 
arbitration advanced by the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce as a means 
of settling the Dublin tramway strike 

‘has been rejected on the ground that 
no useful purpose would be served by 
arbitration. 

On this, the twelfth day of the strike, the 
men remain as firm as ever in their 

' determination to resist any reduction 
in wages. 

During the week-end, however, there were 
abundant signs of a desire on the part 

' af: the men’s leaders to ay the dis- 
pute to an end. Other influences 
have been at work, and the indica- 
tions are that a really serious effort 
will be made early this week to end 
the deadlock and bring about a 
resumption of the tram service. 


While a meeting of the men on strike 
was in progress in the Trades Hall, Capel 
street on Saturday afternoon, Mr. .T. J. 
T.D., leader of the Irish 
Labour . Party,. entered. the building. in 
some haste. Almost immediately the 
meeting ended’ and Mr. O'Connell re- 
appeared with officials of the union. They 


questioned by Press representatives, and 
hurried away.’ 

It was gathered that something was 
““in the wind.” Later, it was given out 
that Mr. O'Connell and Mr. T. J. 
McKenna, Chairman of the Dublin Trades 
and Labour Council, were “ @ndeavouring 
to secure support for a basis on which 
work might be resumed ’’: but on Satur- 
day night Mr. O'Connell stated that they 
had not. succeeded.

Now, it is learned on good authority 
ihat the strikers would be willing to re- 
turn to work to-morrow on such an under- 
standing. 

The meeting of the men which was held 
eu. Saturday was addressed by Messrs. 
Cliffe. Kershaw, Berry and Gleave, of the 
Executive, and Messrs. Dempsey and 
O'Neill, “Chairman - and -ex-hairman, 
respectively, of the Dublin Branch of the 
Amalgamated Transport. and General 
Workers’ Union. The men re-affirmed 
their decision to have nothing to do with 
arbitration, since it meant agreeing with 
the principle of a reduction of wages, but 
indicated that they were prepared to enter 
into an inquiry into the entire question 
of transport in the City and County of 
Dublin. 


STATEMENT BY TRAM

We are asked by the Directors oí the 
Dublin United Tramways Company to

“The Directors of the Dublin United 
Tramways Company have deliberately re- 
frained from public commens on the Press 
reports and correspondence published, 
although in them the position and atti- 
tude of the company have been frequently 
misrepresented. The Board adopted this 
course because they felt that their inter- 
vention would be merely prolonging. dis- 
cussion on Wide aspects of the company’s 
grievances, and obscuring the only issue 
between the company and its men—viz., 
that of wages.

OMNIBUS DASHES 
INTO CROWD. 


PEDESTRIAN AND CYCLIST 
. KILLED,

Four pedestrians—two men and two 
women—were seriously injured when an 
omnibus mounted a crowded pavement in 
Cork on Saturday night. e of the 
injured men died almost immediately. 

© accident occurred at about 10.30 
p-m., when an omnibus, the property of 
the Irish General Omnibus Company, was 
about to enter Bridge street, and when 
the driver, in endeavouring to avoid a 
collision with an oncoming car, suddenly 
jammed his brakes..

THE JERUSALEM 
UNREST. 


GOVERNMENT’S PROMPT 
MEASURES.

In. a leading article on Jerusalem, The 
Times to-day observes :—The despatch of 
warships and troops to Palestine might seem 
out of proportion to the occasion if it weve 
only a question of suppressing the recent 
disorders in Jerusalem; these, though 
serious, could probably have heen dealt 
with effectually by the small local forces, 
if there was nothing more behind them. But 
clearly the purpose for which these con- 
siderable forces have been despatched is not 
so much to quell streets riots as to bring 
home to actugl and potential rioters that 
overwhelming force is available to keep the 
peace, and that it would be used if ‘ts 
employment were needed. The ships and the 
airmen and the soldiers have been sent very 
much as the police are called out in times 
of disturbance—to show would-be authors oí 
mischief that they are available. 

The promptitude with which the Govern- 
ment have acted cannot but increase the 
significance of the step, and increase its 
salutary effect. Fifty men sent by air 
from Egypt on Saturday reached Jerusalem 
the same day, and a composite battalion of 
€00 arrived on Sunday. The impartial 
intentions of the Palestine Government) are 
sufficiently shown by the invitation they have 
issued to the Arab leaders to confer with 
them, and the warning which accompanied it, 
as by the announcement that they are ready 
to receive deputations from the different 
communities. 

The legal situation of the British Govern- 
ment, proceeds The Times, is laid down by 
tne mandate for Palestine. That of the 
Palestine Government has the same source. 
The Mandatory Power is, of course, answer- 
able for the maintenance of law and order, 
and special responsibilities are imposed upon 
it to ensure to all complete freedom of con- 
science and the free exercise of all forms of 
1eligious worship, subject only to the main- 
tenance of public order and morals. Nothing, 
it %s. expressly declared, should be done 
which might prejudice the civil and religious 
rights of existing non-Jewish communities. 
Last year the Mandatory Government and 
the Palestine Government had to apply these 
principles to the question of Wailing Wa!! 
ir. circumstances foreshadowing those of this 
rionth, The facts and the. conclusion reached 
are stated in the documents submitted to 
the Mandates Commission of the League ol 
Nations last October. The British Govern. 
ment declare that the Wall is legally the 
nbsolute property of the Moslem community. 
and the strip of pavement facing it 
is Wakf property. The Jews have 
established a right of access to the pavement 
for purposes of devotion; but the Turks, 
when they were - masters of Palestine, 
repeatedly ruled that they would not permit 
the bringing of chwirs and benches to the 
Screens, it is said, were forbidden 
in 1912. The Jewish use was, in fact, a 
strictly limited use. The Mandatory Power 
and the Palestine Government naturally feel 
bound to. preserve the sfatus quo, as they 
found it. The Moslems complain that the 
Jews have been trying to extend the limits 
of this use bit by bit, and to encroach upon 
the right of the owners. 

The Palestine Government found as a fact 
that last year, on the Day of Atonement, the 
Jews had niade an innovation on the esiab- 
lished practice, which they were obliged to 
abate by the hands of thé police. 

Both Governments and the Zionist organisa- 
tion have stated their opinion that the only 
solution of the problem of the Wailing Wall is 
to be found’ in an agreement,” “That would 
certainly be the best solutiou, and it may be 
the sole solution of the great underlying 
problem of Palestine, of which this sectarian 
dispute is a symptom. In the circumstances, 
such un agreement must needs be an imposed 
agreement, and it should be imposed before 
any fresh rights and sanctions are allowed to 
crow up by possession or custom. Mean- 
while, the stages leading up to something like 
a premeditated outbreak require prompt and 
impartial investigation. Measures of this 
kind are the plain duty of the Mandatory 
Power and of the Palestine Government, 
whose whole ruison d’étre is to keep the 
peace between the conflicting and 
creeds of the Holy Land.

MEDICAL TREATMENT OF 
CHILDREN. 


FERMANAGH REGIONAL 
COMMITTEE'S SCHEME. 

At the monthly meeting of the Fermanagh 
Regional Education Committee a new scheme 
for the treatment of the eyes and teeth of 
school children was considered, also the 
further treatment of surgical cases. The 
minutes of the speciai meeting in Committee 
stated that the Committee recommended that 
for eye treatment the schools medical officer 
was to be empowered to consult an eye 
specialist with a view to securing his services 
when required, and that the scheme for eye 
treatment be given a six months’ trial; an 
eye clinic to be established in the County 
Hospital, and the part-time services of one of 
the nurses there to be obtained. 

The Committee also recommended the em- 
ployment of a dentist (part-time) for dental 
treatment at a fee of 10s. per hour of actual 
work done, and a travelling allowance of 5d. 
per mile to be made to and from centres; 
further, an annual allowance of £25 for use 
of instruments and drugs; equipment to be 
provided where necessary, one set only of a 
portable type to be purchased, and dental! 
treatment to be provided at suitable centres. 
The fees chargeable to parents in all cases 
to be one-half the cost of treatment, where 
parents can afford to pay. 

The scheme was adopted. And further, on 
the motion of Sir Basil Brooke, Bart., 
seconded by Mr. A. Anderson, J.P., it was 
decided to — the district nursing as 
sociations in the county to give the part-time 
services of their nurses as required to the 
School Medical Officer, in return for which 
£25 per annuin would be paid in respect of 
each nurse assisting. 

It was further agreed to have tonsils and 
adenoid cases treated at the County Hos- 
pital, but no charge to be made by the hos 
pital where children, in the ordinary course, 
— be admitted on tickets and treated 
ree.

45 JEWS KILLED AT 
HEBRON, 


RABBIS AMONG 
THE DEAD. 


BRITISH TROOPS 
SEN BY AEROPLANE 


The Jew-Arab riots in Palestine have 
spread beyond Jerusalem. At Hebron 
forty-five Jews have been killed, in- 
cluding two rabbis, and forty-seven 
wounded. The number of Jews who 
have been killed or have died of 
wounds in Jerusalem was yesterday 
stated to be twenty-one. 

Mr. E. T. Best, Inspector of the Immigra- 
tion and Travel Section, was killed by 
rifle fire while on patrol as a special 
constable in a Jewish suburb of 
Jerusalem. Two Oxford under- 
graduates have been injured in the 
riots. 

Martial law has bean proclaimed in Jeru- 
salem, and two battalions of troops 
are being despatched to the scene. 
Two officers and fifty men of the 
South Wales Borderers arrived by 
aeroplane, and six hundred reached 
the city by train from Egypt. ‘Planes 
have fired on fanatical native villages.

Jewish Telegraph Agency has received the 
following cable from Valestine, despatched

“A British immigration officer of the 
Palestine Government, Mr. Best, was 
killed yesterday afternoon when repelling 
an assault on the Jewish suburb of Givat- 
shoul. Mr. Best was reputed to be on 
friendly terms with the Jewish colony, 

“Two Oxford undergraduates, now on a 
visit to Palestine, have been seriously 
injured, and three wounded Jews have 
died in hospital. 

‘‘The riots have spread from Jerusalem 
to Hebron, where there were several] killed 
and injured. The Arabs during the night 
burned the Tabout! settlement of Gdnd 
Avadah, near Jerusalem, and looted the 
suburb of Baitvegan. Tue suburb ol 
Mekorchayim has also been assaulted. 

RABBI'S APPEAL FOR HELP. 

“The Chief Rabbi of Palestine, Dr. 
Kook, has sent the following telegram tc 
Dr. Hertz. the Chief Rabbi. of the British 
Empire: ‘Palestine Jewry is in the 
greatest danger. Rush help.’ ”’

HEBRON MASSACRE. 

In Hebron forty-five Jews have been 
killed, and hot forty as was previously 
stated, and forty-seven Jews have been 
wounded. It is rumoured that among 
those killed in Hebron there were many 
American citizens who have been studying 
in the Jewish College of Slobodka there. 
A woman was ameng those buried last 
night, having been killed by Arabs yester- 
day. She and fifteen other Jews were 
buried in one grave next to Ben 
Yehuda. Ben Yehuda was the founder 
of modern Hebrew, and he it was who, 
on the one hand, secularised the Hebrew 
language and made it possible for it to 
become the every-day speech of Palestine 
Jewry. His son, Ittimar Ben-Avi, was 
yesterday wounded by an Arab. 

Invaluable books and priceless manu- 
scrips, many of them unique, are stated 
to have been destroyed-in the looting of 
Talpiot. Talpiot is the new and fashion- 
ab]. suburb outside Jerusalem. The books 
and manuscripts were in the libraries of 
Professor Joseph Klausner, the author of 
the Hebrew “Life of Jesus”; of Dr. 
Ephraim Epstein, Professor of the Hebrew 
University, and of the famous modern 
Hebrew writer, Shai Agnon. 

In an attaek by Arabs on Kelandia, a 
colony north of Jerusalem, four Arabs 
were killed. 

At the colony of Emek Arazim, near 
Motza, where a family of six was yester- 
day rurdered by Arabs, an attack was 
made which resulted in one Jew being 
seriously wounded. 

The Government has invited the Arab 
leaders, including Musa Kazim and the 
Sheiks and Mukhtars of the surrounding 
villages, to conier with it, and at the 
same time has issued a warning against 
allowing any further riots, 

In an official communiqué the Palestine 
Government states that it is taking 
measures to restore order, and that it. has 
warned al] sections of the population that 
they must desist from acts of violence and 
return to their normal occupations. The 
Government declares that it is ready to 
receive deputations from the different 
communities. 

The vepresentative of the Jewish 
National Council has asked Mr. Luke to 
allow the re-appearance of newspapers in 
Palestine. all of which were yesterday 
suspended. Mr. Luke has promised to 
consider the matter.

LONG INTERVIEW WITH 
LORD READING. 


The Prime Minister, despite his eventful 
and tiring journey by air from Lossiemouti 
on the previous day, rose early, and after a 
short morning walk, spent almost the whole 
of yesterday at 10 Downing street, conferring 
with colleagues, State officials and others, 
Mr. Macdonald’s first visitor was Mr. 
Alexander, First Lord of the Admiralty, who 
arrived at eleven o'clock with a bulky leather 
document case, The two were conversing for 
the greater part of the morning. 

Lord Thomson, the Air Minister, alao visited 
Mr. Macdonald. Just before three o'clock 
the Marquis of Reading was ushered into 
No. 10, and the arrival of the Liberal peer 
cuused some surprise. He was there for two 
hours 

Lord Reading was Viceroy of India from 
1921 to 1924. He has heen Attorney-General 
and Lord Chief Justice, and was a High 
Commissjoner and Special Ambassador to the 
United States in 1918. His lordship, too, 18 
personally interested in Palestinian affairs. 

Apart from the interviews granted by him, 
Mr. Macdonald, it is understood, was in tele 
phonic communication with Mr. Snowden and 
Mr. Arthur Henderson at The Hague.

The number of Jews who have been killed 
or who have died of wounds in Jerusalem 
and district is now twenty-one, including the 
family of six Jews who. were slaughtered in 
Motza. Seven more Arabs have been killed. 

During the night remote Jewish quarters 
were uttacked, including the famous Difkin 
Orphanage. The assault was repelled. 

The Jewish police have been informed that 
Arabs trom Hebron and Nablus are proceed- 
ing to Jerusalem to help the local Moslems. 
All shops and offices remain closed.

RIOTS NEAR JAFFA.

One person has been killed, and 
thirteen injured, five gravely.

LIBRARY DESTROYED. 

The library of Mr. Agnon, which was 
destroyed to-day by Arab rioters, contained 
5,000 valuable manuscripts and documents 
relating to the history of Palestine for the 
last three centuries. This is the second 
time that the library of Mr. Agnon, who 1s 
a noted Hebrew writer and poet, has been 
destroyed. The first time it was burned, 
and his entire work for eighteen years was 
destroyed, All the furniture of Mr, Agnon’s 
villa in Talpioth was broken to pieces by 
the Arab rioters. 

Despite the intensity and extent of the 
present outbreak of racial hatred’ between 
Arabs and Jews, it is not believed in quarters 
best qualified to express an apinion that the 
crisis is likely to endure much longer.. Indeed, 
now that the troops have begun to arrive en 
the scene, it is felt that the guthorities will 
quickly have the situation well in hand. 


GRAND MUFTI WARNED. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency cables 
from Jerusalem that the Palestine Govern- 
ment has warned the Grand Mufti. of 
Jerusalem that he will be held responsible 
for any further riots. In the meantime, the 
Arab attacks on the Jewish quarters still 
continue. The modern Jewish quarter of 
Talpioth, a suburb of Jerusalem, has been 
looted by the Arabs. 

The quarter of the Georgian Jews in 
Jerusalem, which has been deserted by its 
inhabitants in view of the fact that it is 
situated in the Arab neighbourhood, has been 
looted and partly burned by the Arabs. The 
Synagogue of that district has alse been 
looted and burned by the Arahs. 

The consuls of the various countries in 
Jerusalem have submitted protests to. the 
Palestine Government insisting ‘nat energetic 
steps should be taken to restore order.

The body of Miss Mary Learoyd, the 
daughter of Mr. L. P. Learoyd, a builder and 
contracto:, of Little Gables, Sedbergh Park 
yoa‘l, Ilkley, Yorkshire, was found ee? 
morning on a vacant plot of land on the 
Sedbergh Park estate, within a hundred yards 
of her home, in circumstances which clearly 
indicate that the woman was brutally 
mur A stocking was tied tightly round 
her neck, and her face and body were hadly 
cut and bruised. 

The body, which was almost destitute of 
clothing, portions of which were found under 
a tree close by, lay under some bushes. 

The scene of the tragedy is just off Cow 
Pastures lane, which leads straight up on to 
Ilkley Moor, 

Miss Learoyd, who was between thirty and 
thirty-five years of age, was well known in 
Ilkley, where her father is prominevtly 
identified with Ilkley Parish Clurch and was 
formerly a member of the Urban District 
Council. She was seen in Ilkley about eight 
o'clock on Saturday evening, and it is stated 
that she did not return home on Saturnay 
night. 

A resident in Cow Pastures Jane is stated 
to have heard a scream about 10.30 on Satur- 
day night, but, as it was not repeated, 
attached no importance to it at the time. 

THE DISCOVERY. 

The discovery of the body was 
shortly before ten o clock yesterday morning 
by a Jabourer who was in quest of mushrooms, 
whe noticed a woman's bare foot sticking out 
from some brushwood in a smal] coppice. He 
immediately telephoned the police. The 
trampled state of the long grass showed that 
the body had been dragged from a tree to 
the bushes. The face was badly disfigured, 
and there were also terrible injuries to the 
lower part of the body, The soil round about 
was saturafed with blood, and nearby - was 
found a woman’s open and empty purse and a 
string of beads. 

As soon as the discovery was made. the 
police took immediate steps for scouring the 
whole countryside for the assailant, Police 
officers and detectives were rushed to the 
district from Leeds, Bradford, Harrogate and 
other parts of the West Riding. A close 
search of the scene of the tragedy was made 
and the long grass was mown. During the 
day large numbers of people gathered near 
the building estate, but no one was allowed 
to approach the actual spot where the body 
was found. 

Every motor garage in this district was 
visited by the police with a view to inter- 
viewing any motorist who may have passed 
along the road beside the land where the 
murder occurred, 

An intensive search was conducted in Leeds 
and Bradford, as well as throughout the 
countryside. 

Though the possibility of the crime having 
heen committed by someone who subsequently 
drove off in a motor car is considered, the 
theory that the assailant may be a tramp is 
not lost sight of, and all common lodging 
houses in the neighbouring towns and 
villages are being searched, with the object 
of tracing those occupants who were absent 
from their guarters on Saturday night. 

The Chief Constable of the West Riding, 
Colonel J. de F. Coke, is on the scene with 
a full force of detectives.

CONFERENCE OF 
“GROWERS. 


Under the auspices of the Irish Farmers’ 
Union, a conference was held fn the Court- 
house, Maryborough, on Saturday last with 
the object of finding a market and fixing a 
price for -surplus barley amongst. stock- 
feeders. Plans were made by which growers 
and feeders would be brought into contact 
through the general secretary Ivish Farmers 
Union. The conference included delegates 
from Barley Growers’ Associations, County 
Associations of the Irish Farmers’ Union. 
and Co-Operative Stores, which retail feed:

The Chairman said that their object was 
to find an alternative market for their bar- 
ley, especially for feeding purposes At 
present, when he had a surplus, the grower 
of barley had, no means of getting into 
touch with feeders, and the question before 
them would, therefore, be the eonsidération 
of means by which that market could be 
developed. | In County Cork a great deal 
had been done in that direction, and there 
were many potential buyers present from 
Cork and other counties. 

Mr. FE. Cussen, Secretary, Cork Farmers 
Union, said that he represented both growers 
aud feeders, and many people in his county 
weré potential, buyers of barley. To what 
extent they would buy depended on the 
economic value of the barley The problem 
of marketing barley was largely one for the 
growers themselves. They would have to do 
a great deal to find a solution of the problem, 
The only way to solve their difficulties. was 
to’ have an organisation acting on behalf of 
growers to find a way out of their troubles. 
So far there had been very little effort made 
ón organised lines. 

FEEDING PROPERTIES. 

If a market was to be found amongst 
feeders—and a market was to be found—as 
an alternative to that provided by brewers 
and maltsters, feeders must be educated in 
the feeding properties of barley. There is 
now a great prejudice on the part of feeders 
towards muize.as against barley. 

It has been demonstrated by experiments 
conducted by the Department of Agriculture 
that barley as a feeding stuff was almvust as 
valuable as maize. It had been shown that 
in the fattening of heavy aault pigs barley 
compared with maize in the ratio of 105 to 
100. Jn other words, 10} cwt. barley was 
equal in feeding value to 10 cwt. maitre, 
That was not sufficiently known throughout 
the country. If it were there would he re 
diffeulty in getting rid of the surplus in the 
hands of barley growers. 

He suggested that every effort should be 
made, through the medium of the Press and 
otherwise, to bring that fact to the notice of 
feeders. Business was not conducted on senti- 
mental lines, and nobody would jeed barley 
because it was grown by an Irish farmer, Jt 
would be fed only because of its economic 
value. If that effort was made, he believed 
it would be successful. 

As to what should be done to create the 
necessary alternative market, he suggested 
that the Conference should consider what was 
an economic purchasing price for the feeder, 
and, at the same time, what was an economic 
price for the grower. Because of the fact 
that there was a comparison in the mind of 
the feeder of barley with maize, the price of 
barley must bear relation to the price of 
maize. There was a prejudice to be up- 
rooted, and in the meantime the price of 
barley must bear relation to the price of 
maize. 

AT AN ATTRACTIVE PRICE. 

From the giate of the maize market, it 
vould be inferred that maize during the next 
twelve months would be very dear. It might 
be safely assumed that maize would not drop 
below £10 per ton. Could they, as growers, 
sell their barley at such a price that the 
feeder would s $ it to replace some of his 
ration, as would prove an economic proposi- 
tion? lf the alternative market was to be 
firmly established, they would have to con- 
sider whether they could offer barley at a 
price that would be attractive to the feeder. 

Mr. Deady (Kilkénny) believed there were 
arn possibilities in the proposed market for 
arley amongst stock-feeders 

As a miller of maize and barley for farmers, 
he found there was an increasing demand for 
barley by feeders, Barley growers would, no 
doubt, like to get £10 per ton, but a price 
might he fixed at £9 per ton. 

Mr. Gowing (Leix)—You cannot grow 
barley at £9 per ton. It would not pay. 

Continuing, Mr. Deady said that the 
maltster paid in or about 16s, per barrel, and 
when the malister peid a certain price the 
feeder dropped out. Could they my ey could 
offer a certain price? Could they hold out in 
the hope that the brewers would give a better 
rice. If they made a move in that direction 
hey would be doing a good day's work. 

ORGANISATION NEEDED. 

Mr M. R. Heffernan, ‘.D., Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Minister for Posts. and 
Telegraphs, said that the problem was mainly 
one for the practical barley-growers and con- 
suthers in the country. He welcomed that 
meeting because it had nothing to do with 
olitical controversy. The most they could 
ope to do that day was to lay down 4 
fundamental proposition which would enable 
them to make a beginning on practical lines, 
Mr. Cussen had shown tnem what. could be 
done in this matter. In North Tipperary 
they had one of the biggest’ barley-growing 
districts. in the country, and in South Tip: 
perary they had many dairy farmers and pig- 
feeders, and in that connection obnenledtion 
was undoubtedly useful in bringing the two 
together. The secret of success was com. 
bination. 

There were also the questions of transit 
and storage to be considered. 

Mr. R. Holohan, T.D. (Kilkenny), stated 
that a vital mistake on the part of growers 


was that they put their barley in the stores. 


oí maltsters before a price was fixed. He 
knew that some farmers were badly situated 
as regards stores, and after threshing their 
barley could do nothiug but run it into the 
maltsters. In ‘addition, they had farmers 
rushing ‘their barley on to the market when 
a price had been fixed, His experience was that 
better prices could be obtained two months after 
threshing than at the time of threshing. 
Barley, to his mind, was not fed opeety 
in many cases, and feeders did not, therefore, 
et the hest results. It had been proved 
that barley-fed pigs produced bacon of 
superior quality to that obtained from maize. 
The only way they could tackle the problem 
before them was by having a strong organi- 
sation in every county, and try to regulate 
the market as between the grower and the 
feeder, 

The Chairman said that they should get 
down to business.

OFFER TO LABOURERS.

The 
offer was the sulk of a conferenee which 
was held last Tuesday at the Chamber of 
Commerce, when the employers asked the 
Transport Union, of which the men are 
members, to specificially formulate their 
demand. The demand was for a basic wage 
of one and threepence halfpenny an hour for 
a forty-seven hour week. The reply of the 
master builders has been: sent. wards of 
two hundred and fifty men, sicilled and un- 
skilled, are effected by the dispute, and 
several building schemes are held up as a 
result.

THE BEST STANDARD, 


Mr. Hammond (Wicklow), as a representa. 
tive of the growers, and to a great extent a 
barley feeder himself, said that there were 
times of the year when barley was unobtain- 
able as a feeding stuff. First of all, the 
barley-growers should stand together loyally 
agid give mutual support to one another and 
put on the market supplies of the best 
standard that could be produced. .The ques- 
tion then arose as to when the barley should 
be threshed, because when’ once it was 
threshed it could not be held in storage. Some 
means of storage should be devised to carry it 
ulong until such time as it was marketable to 
the best advantage. 

Mr. D. O'Connor (Leix) thought. that there 
should be some means of suhbsidising the 
small growers during the period they would 
be asked to hold their barley while awaiting 
a suitable market. In many cases they re- 
| ene the money the moment they could 
— the crop, and sold it at any price at 
all. 

Mr. Brazier (Cork) said this problem of 
the barley-growers was like the poor—always 
with them. He had made appeals from time 
to time to the Farmers’ Union to help them. 
The question had to be considered from three 
standpoints: that of the brewer, the feeder, 
and the shipper, The brewers’ requirements 
ewing to the enormous tax on drink had fallen 
from twelve millions a few years ago to Jess 
than six millions to-day, which was very 
eloquent testimony as to the effects of the 
tax on a great home industry that made the 
real demand for malting barley. (Hear, 
hear.) There were then the feeder and the 
shipper. 

The Agricultural “Credits Corporation was 
unsatisfactory. It was open to every other 
people except those who had barley to sell, 
and while the State continued to import 
barley they were simply taking away tne em- 
ployment of the labourer, and giving him public 
assistance out of the very barley-growers’ 
ockets, That was a thing with which they 
ad to cope. They saw an enormoug amount 
of wheat and maize imported, and up to the 
end of the first half-year of 1929 
they had ‘imported over three millions 
worth. He believed they would have to 
develop, through the Farmers’ Unions, where 
these. existed. The acreage for barley #his 
year had fallen by more than’ 8,000 ‘acres. 
st year, out of 129,000 acres, they had got 
151,697 tons, and this year, out of 121, 
acres, they could expect 150,000 tons... In 
1927 they had 120,796 acres, yielding 134, 
tons, and the extraordinary thing was that 
this year, when they had á bountiful crop, 
from January to June their imperts were 
295,340 cwts., at a value of £146,000, and 
malt, whereas for a similar period to the end 
of 1928 barley imports were 233,428 cwts. at 
£120,000. This meant that this year they 
were going to have a big slump in the barley 
market. 

Mr. Brogan (Meath) said he would be pre- 
pared to get feeders to purchase barley if 
furnished with the names of growers and 
prices, but the market in Meath would not 
open until early in November, He strongly 
urged the encouragement of stall feecing, +a 
limited embargo on im barley, experi- 
ments showing the value of parley as a food- 
staff; and urged support for brewers a..d dis- 
tillers using Irish harley. 

Mr. Murphy (Wexford) told how a market 
for barley had been established by Campile 
Co-operative Society, with good Tesults to 
growers and feeders. 

Mr. W. H. Cobbe (Leix) said that in getting 
up @ market for barley they would have to 
face the problem of continuity of supply. . If 
farmers could guarantee this, the demand 
would be there, He referred to the difficulty

MARKET HOUSE AND

DAMAGE ESTIMATED AT 
£250,000.

St. Andrews Dock, Hull, last night, 
was the scene of a great fire which 
virtually degtroyed a new market, eon 
structed by the London and North-Eastern 
Railway Company at a cost of £100,000 
The flames spread to and destroyed 159 
fish vans and wagons, and seven trawlers 
berthed at the quay to discharge their 
catches were extensively damaged mor 
than one of them being burned to 
water’s edge. 

The damage is estimated at not |; 
than £250,000. 

The fire occurred in the new Billings. 
gate area, and during its progress 
city of Hull was covered with a pall of 
smoke. 

The market, 1,400 feet long, contain. 
accommodation for 100 merchants, wii 
offices and storerooms. Apart from th» 
concrete floor and iron pillars it was con- 
structed wholly of timber. Once the 
flames attacked the woodwork they spread 
rapidly, and within hali-an-hour the 
structure was ablaze from end to end. 

Hull City Fire Brigade and the London 
and North-Eastern Railway firemen were 
unable to control the fire. The intense 
heat burst the gas pipes, and from these a 
hundred tongues of flame shot up. (ire: 
difficulty was experienced in finding a 
place from which the gas. supply could | 
controlled and stopped 

At a late hour the fire still was burnin-<. 
and all that was left of the market stru- 
ture was a mass of twisted ironwork an/ 
blackened débris. 

THREE TRAWLERS DESTROYED. 

The seven trawlers were the Marconi, 
Frobisher, Lord Deramore, St. Alexaricder. 
Norman, Daisy Coates and O.H.M. The. 
could not be approached so long as the 
flames were at their height, but after a 
time tugs towed them burning from the 
quay, still burning, and with water play- 
ing on them, - Despite all efforts, how- 
ever, the trawlers Marconi, O.H.M. an 
Lord Deramore were completely destroye:|. 
All seven had catehes valued each et 
£1,000, and the weight of the 4ap 
sagregeted over 606 tons. 

wo boys played a conspicuous part in 
rescuing watchmen who were aboard th. 
trawlers... They got a boat and rowed 
across the dock to the assistance of the 
men, some of whom were hanging over tlie 
sides of the vessels by means of ropes. A 
tug took off the others, 

William Henry Clark, a fisherman, was 
injured while fighting the flames on thie 
trawler St. Alexander. He was taken to 
the Royal Infirmary, suffering from 
injuries to his spine. 

A SUDDEN BLAZE. 

The fire was reported by Mr. J. W. 
Charlton; who was walking along the 
dockside with his wife. ‘‘Suddenly,’’ he 
told a Press Association reporter, “ there 
was a blaze, which spread rapidly over 
the whole of the market.” 

Sergeant Pearson, of the London and 
North-Eastern Railway, who was one of 
the first to arrive on the scene, said that 
the flames ran along the structure like : 
racehorse. Four boys found themselves 
in the danger zone, but they assisted in 
getting out hoses to fight the flames. One 
boy, hearing the mewing of a cat, board 
one of the trawlers and rescued the 
animal, . 

A vivid description of the blaze was 
given by a member of the Hull Fire 
Brigade. ‘‘ Soon after seven p.m.. he 
said, ‘‘the sky was lit up by flames 
coming from the new Billingsgate dock 
Huge banks of smoke rolled over the city 
and up the river. Thousands of peop: 
rushed to the scene. The river and the 
docks presented an amazing spectacle. 
All the fire brigades in neighbouring dis- 
tricts arrived. Fortunately the flames 
were fanned in the direction of the river 
and neighbouring houses were not 
peril. At nine p.m. the fire was still 
raging. and it is likely to go on al! 
night.’’
